Approval  for  Condominiums 


The  City  Planning  Commission 
voted  unanimous  approval  for 
what  has  been  dubbed  "mock 
Victorian"  condominiums  on 
Potrero  Hill. 

At  a  jammed  meeting  in  a 
small  hearing  room  in  City  Hall 
last  February  6,  opponents  of 
builder/attorney  Ramond  Bright's 
proposed  87  to  91  units  on  the  site 
bounded  by  20th,  Wisconsin, 
19th  and  Carolina  Streets,  handed 
the  Commissioners  stacks  of 
petitions  containing  approximate- 
ly 500  signatures  of  residents  of 
the  Hill  opposed  to  the  condomin- 
iums. 


The  opponents  of  the  condomin- 
iums spoke  to  the  Commission 
primarily  on  the  issue  of  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report, 
and  both  proponents  and  oppon- 
ents spoke  on  the  Conditional  Use 
Permit. 

A  staff  representative  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission, 
James  Holley,  informed  the 
Commission  of  a  proposed  Sub- 
division Ordinance,  to  be  heard 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
February  27.    The  Subdivision 
Ordinance  deals  with  decisions 
on  conditional  use  permits  where  A 
federal  funds  might  be  used  -

New  Business 

A  group  of  young  people,  age 
21  to  26,  have  invested  their  time 
and  money  into  a  new  kind  of 
grocery  store  for  Potrero  Hill. 
The  Good  Life  Grocery,  which 
opened  in  November,  is  designed 
to  beat  inflation.    Foods  are  sold 
in  bulk,  in  most  cases.    You  par- 
cel out  as  much  or  as  little  as 
you  want,  saving  the  costs  in- 
volved in  packaging  and  market- 
ing, a  substantial  part  of  the 
price  of  many  products  these 
days. 

All  the  workers  at  the  Good 
Life  are  volunteering  their  time. 
Even  the  eight  owners,  Michael 
Ohta,  Bob  Gervasio,  FredChitt- 
ka,  Michael  Bowman,  Joyce  Jor- 
dan, Edmund  Wong,  Allan  Wong, 
and  Frank  Hurtado.  are  still 
pouring  the  proceeds  of  the  store 
back  into  it.    All  these  people 
support  themselves  with  other 
jobs.    Four  of  them  were  raised 
on  Potrero  Hill,  and  have  decid- 
ed to  invest  in  their  own  com- 
munity. 

We're  fortunate  to  have  access 
to  this  kind  of  food  buying,  at 
1457 -18th  Street.    The  store  is 
open  from  10  AM  to  8  PM,  Mon- 
day through  Friday,  10  AM  to 
6  PM  on  Saturdays. 

Besides  bulk  items  like  flour, 
beans  dry  cereal,  etc.  ,  they 
have  all  kinds  of  dairy  products, 
fresh  produce,  spices  and  teas 
in  bulk,  eggs  by  the  flat  or  in 


the  dozen  carton,  bread  baked 
fresh  daily,  and  interesting 
miscellanea. 

A  special  offer,  by  community 
worker  Ed  Reid,  to  deliver  groc- 
eries to  any  senior  or  handicapped 
persons,  if  their  purchases  are 
more  than  they  can  carry  home, 
continues  at  the  store  Thursdays, 
from  1  to  5  p.  m. 

Election  Held 

At  an  all  day  election  super- 
vised by  the  League  of  Women 
Voters,  and  held  in  the  Neighbor- 
hood House  last  February  22, 
Potrero  Hill  residents  cast  their 
ballots  to  elect  eight  community 
members  to  serve  on  the  Potrero 
Hill  Health  Advisory  Council. 

This  election  was  the  culmina- 
tion of  a  door-to-door  effort  to 
register  Hill  residents,  and 
approximately  400  community 
members  were  registered  to  vote. 

The  newly  elected  members, of 
the  Council  will  serve  as  the 
voice  and  official  organization  of 
the  community  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Medical  Center  Outpatient 
Improvement  Program's 
(SFMCOIP)  Board  of  Directors 
and  the  Health  Center's  staff. 
Because  the  Health  Advisory 
Council  will  be  composed  entirely 
of  community  people,  Council 
spokespersons  claimed  it  will  be 
a  viable  vehicle  for  community 
participation  in  determing  policy 
decisions. 


20%  of  the  units  should  be  made 
available  as  low  and  moderate 
income  units;  and  a  requirement 
that  the  developer  have  an  af- 
firmative action  sales  program 
which  meets  the  criteria  in  the 
proposed  Subdivision  Ordinance. 

The  five  Commissioners  lis- 
tened impassively  to  the  many 
speakers,  ignoring  requests  for 
a  re -investigation  of  the  EIR  re- 
port, and  readily  accepted  the 
Commission  Director's  approval 
report  of  the  Bright  proposal. 


The  Board  of  Supervisors' 
Joint  Streets,  Transportation  and 
Housing  Committee  voted  Febru- 
ary 27, preliminary  approval  of 
20%  low  and  moderate  income 
units  to  be  included  in  newly 
constructed  and  conversion  of 
units  to  condominiums, provided 
that  Federal  or  State  subsidies 
are  made  available  to  builders. 


PLAN  Appeals 
Decision 

The  Potrero  Hill  League  of  Ac- 
tive Neighbors  (PLAN)  is  appeal- 
ing to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
the  Planning  Commission's  de- 
cision allowing  Raymond  Bright 
to  proceed  with  construction  of 
the  "Victoria  Mews"  condominium 
development. 

Several  avenues  are  being  pur- 
sued for  this  appeal: 

--inclusion  of  the  project  under 
proposed  Subdivision  Map  Ordi- 
nance which  will  require  10-20% 
low -moderate  housing; 

--contesting  the  accuracy  and 
completeness  of  the  Environmen- 
tal Impact  Report; 

--development  of  a  compromise 
plan ; 

--design  of  the  area  as  a  spe- 
cial assessment  district  -  for 
purchase  by  the  community; 

--A  study  of  the  history  oi  the 
site  for  historical  preservation. 

PLAN  is  continuing  to  petition 
the  community  to  support  this 
issue.    Anyone  interested  in 
assisting  in  or  needing  further 
information,  write  PLAN  at  953 
De  Haro  St.  ,  or  call  824-9526.

In 
most  instances,  the  care  is  free 
or  there  is  a  nominal  charge.

Commission 

A  special  25  member  commis- 
sion has  been  selected  to  study 
the  problems  of  San  Francisco's 
schools.    Headed  by  Marin  Coun- 
ty businessman  and  civic  leader 
William  Matson  Roth,  the  mem- 
bers of  this  commission  were 
the  selections  of  state  school 
chief  Wilson  Riles,  U.  C.  Presi- 
dent Charles  Hitch,  and  retired 
Stanford  University  President 
Wallace  Sterling. 

Among  the  25  member  panel  is 
Potrero  Hill  resident  James  R. 
Herman,  President  of  Local  34, 
ILWU. 

Commission  chairman  Roth  has 
appointed  budget,  organization 
and  personnel  committees,  and 
proposed  weekly  meetings  on 

Wednesday  from  4  to  6  PM 
scheduled  for  the  next  30  to  60 
days . 

With  an  anticipated  budget  of 
$250,  000  for  the  first  year,  most 
of  the  funding  for  this  special 
commission  is  expected  to  come 
from  private  foundations.

Criticism,  Self-Criticism  and  Observation 


Editor: 

la  order  to  make  some  sense  out  of  the  enormous  labor  of  many 
people,  it  is  valuable  to  understand  what  we  did  and  did  not  do. 

Our  organization  was  first  formed  in  a  loosely  associated  grouping 
of  persons  who  "opposed"  Victoria  Mews.    The  organization  began  to 
structure  itself  along  hierarchical  lines  and  elected  a  President. 

Not  knowing  much  about  the  structure  of  local  city  government,  nor 
the  principles  and  contradictions  of  construction  projects,  as  well  as 
not  knowing  the  progressive  parts  of  the  law  --  the  environmental 
statutes  and  so  forth  --  the  group  floundered  trying  to  come  up  with  a 
program,  a  program  apparently  to  arise  from  spontaneous  generative 
feelings. 

Looking  around  at  the  people  who  ultimately  supported  PLAN  we  saw 
long  hairs,  younger  people,  persons  who  are  obviously  progressive 
by  the  way  they  dress  (we  had  more  denim  than  they),  and  all  the  signs 
of  the  hippie,  radical  and  liberal  elements  that  were  part  of  the  60's. 
We  did  not  have  much  knowledge  of  how  things  work  downtown,  what 
the  Planning  Commission  does  in  relation  to  the  City  Planning  Depart- 
ment, what  procedures  are  set  up,  the  investigation  of  any  complaint, 
and  what  our  focus  should  have  been.    Individually,  people  knew  a  few 
things,  collectively  we  were  mystified. 

I  want  to  grasp  some  of  the  issues,  and  perhaps  induce  others  to 
analyze  what  went  on  at  the  Planning  Commission  meeting  last 
February  and  -what  PLAN  was  about. 

At  the  Commission,  PLAN  focused  most  of  its  organized  protest  on 
the  Environmental  Impact  Report  while  the  Victoria  Mews  group 
Boosters,  Real  Estate  men/women  and  Ray  Bright  --  addressed  them- 
selves to  the  Conditional  Use  Permit.    We  were  talking  about  environ- 
ment and  social  issues,  and  they  were  talking  about  property  rights 
and  legal  rights.    It  was  clear  to  me  that  the  notion  of  environment 
and  social  issues  was  totally  outside  the  understanding  of  the  members 
of  the  Commission.    It  seems  to  me  that  we  addressed  the  correct 
issue,  and  perhaps  even  adequately,  yet  the  Commission  relied  upon 
Dr.  Selina  Bendix,  the  expert,  to  rationalize  away  all  our  objections 
to  Ray  Bright's  EIR,  and  could  not  understand  what  we  were  talking 
about  when  we  discussed  environment,  social  impact,  social  dis- 
ruption and  community. 

We  used  "moral  arguments"  against  property  rights,  and  expres- 
sions of  irritation  against  kangaroo  court  procedures.  (Property 
operators  on  the  Commission  talking  to  property  operators  who  apply 
for  permits.  ) 

•    There  are  two  paths  in  dealing  with  municipal  commissions:   one  is 
to  work  within  their  framework  and  beat  them  at  it,  or  reject  the  en- 
tire quasi  legal  structure  and  attack  politically.    We  should  have 
either  gone  all  the  way,  assisted  by  a  lawyer  attacking  legally  the  way 
the  Commission  is  used  to  (Telegraph  Hill  stopped  high-rises  this 
way),  or  a  more  radical  and  socially  progressive  attack  on  the  entire 
Commission,  demanding  rather  than  asking. 

One  might  give  this  whole  affair  a  socialist  analysis  and  say  we 
didn't  understand  the  class  struggle  and  the  role  of  property  within 
a  Democratic  structure.    That  is  true,  however  we  haven't  even 
gotten  to  that  phase  of  the  analysis  --  we  were  pre  -liberal,  we  didn't 
have  a  real  grasp  of  the  dialogue  and  the  contradictions  within  the 
democratic  capitalist  system  we  live  under.     We  have  the  right  to 
object  and  oppose  and,  not  only  to  mouth  off,  but  to  get  our  wishes 
accomplished.    The  EIR  report  is  a  restriction  on  the  private  ex- 
ploitation of  air  and  society,  restricted  the  savagry  of  private 
exploiters  --  just  as  building  codes,  fire  laws,  and  traffic  signals 
restrict  individual  savagry  and  protect  our  collective  humanity. 

When  more  people  oppose  the  project  than  support  it  (PLAN's  peti- 
tion had  approximately  500  names,  they  had  250  names)       then  we 
have  not  begun  to  use  the  power  of  the  people  within  the  system.  We 
have  to  learn  what  powers  we  have  within  the  system  and  use  them  to 
the  fullest  to  demand  our  rights,  or  beat  the  system  into  the  shape  we 
want  it.

Pending  Legislation 

Legislation  that  would  safeguard 
a  disabled  worker's  right  to  re- 
ceive disability  insurance  benefits 
was  introduced  by  Senator  Milton 
Marks  in  Sacramento  last  month. 

Workers  who  suffer  non-job  re- 
lated injuries  would  normally  be 
eligible  for  state  disability  insur- 
ance benefits  paid  for  by  employee 
contributions . 

"However,  under  existing  law 
disabled  workers  would  have  bene- 
fits substantially  reduced  or  elim- 
inated if  they  were  off  work  be- 
cause of  a  trade  dispute  during  the 
base  period  normally  used  to  com- 
pute the  amount  of  the  weekly  dis- 
ability check,"  Marks  said. 

"My  bill  would  extend  the  base 
period  used  to  determine  the 
amount  of  disability  insurance 
benefits  to  a  period  during  which 
the  worker  was  employed,  and 
would  end  the  discriminatory 
practice  of  denying  disabled  peo- 
ple insurance  benefits  merely  be- 
cause of  a  trade  dispute,  "  Marks 
concluded. 


New  Look 
for 

St.  Teresa's 


Repairs  and  renovations  to  St. 
Teresa's  Church  have  just  about 
reached  completion.    Over  the 
past  few  months  termite  and 
dry  rot  damage  have  been  re- 
moved, new  terrazzo  steps  were 
added,  and  a  complete  exterior 
paint  job  was  applied. 

The  church  hall  and  vestibule 
were  painted  by  parishioners, 
and  carpeting  was  added  to  the 
Religious  Education  Center  in 
the  hall  and  to  the  vestibule. 

The  $44,  000  debt  incurred  by 
these  improvements  is  being 
paid  by  the  church's  usual  offer- 
tory income  and  such  projects  as 
the  recent  Rummage  Sale,  which 
netted  $3,  200,  and  involved  some 
101  parishioners  who  took  part 
in  organizing  and  selling  mer- 
chandise.

The  Julian  Theatre's  current 
production  of  Sophocles'  "Oidipus 
Tyrannus, "  adapted  and  directed 
by  Edward  Weingold,  is  short, 
clearly  defined  and,  curiously, 
easy  to  watch. 

It  is  good  theater,  but  not  trag- 
edy.   The  reason  it  is  not,  is  that  it" 
takes  a  whole  cast,  building  on  each 
other  to  make  tragedy,  and  this  is 
a  production  of  individuals  in 
which  even  the  chorus  have  worked 
out  characters.    This  could  be  very 
interesting,  which  it  is,  and  still 
hold  together  as  tragedy,  which  it 

does  not,  if  there  were  something  more  to  serve  as  the  glue.  This 
would  seem  to  be  the  purpose  of  a  chorus,  which  in  this  case,  are 
more  like  stick  figures  (and  their  costumes  do  not  help)  than  a  mob. 
Instead  of  magnetically  swirling  between  the  dominant  figures  they 
drift,  caught  up  in  acting  themselves.    So.  it  is  left  up  to  the  support 
ing  characters  to  focus  attention  on  Oidipus.    And  this  is  why  this 
production  comes  off.    The  two  sheperds,  played  by  Bob  Struckman 
and  Richard  Reineccius  arrive  just  in  the  nick  of  time  with  fresh  air 
from  the  country  and  get  all  involved  in  the  intricacies  of  Thebian 
disaster.    They  have  characters  atcnce  worked  out  for  themselves, 
yet  flexible  enough  to  support  the  leads  as  does  Tiresias,  played  by 
Rob  Pherson 

Lynn  Butler,  as  priestess,  is  the  most  fluid  actress  on  the  stage. 
Her  hands,  her  slow  walk,  the  weight  of  her  as  she  moves  are  beauti- 
ful to  watch,  and  perhaps  the  chorus  might  have  done  well  to  stylize 
itself  in  her  mold. 

Oidipus,  Iocasta  and  Kreon:  these  are  the  distinct  entities,  the  focal 
points.    Richard  Rekow's  Oidipus  is  the  churlish,  childish  ruler,  fond 
of  himself  and  of  his  position.    He  is  rash,  lusty  and  boyish,  now  hot 
in  pursuit  of  information,  now  flying  off  the  handle.    With  the  appear- 
ance of  Iocasta,  he.  comes  to  life. 

Alma  Becker  plays  a  very  odd  Iocasta.    Her  expressions  are  unpre- 
dictable, and  her  movements  unsettling.    She  is  the  queenly  figure, 
unique  in  the  cast.    But  she  becomes  lost  as  she  tries  to  portray,  the 
woman  going  mad,  and  the  queen  retaining  control.    The  latter  is  too 
strong,  and  overshadows  the  character.    Oidipus  doesn't  help  her 
much  -  the  character  wouldn't.    But  somehow  the  actor  '<houl«J  have. 

Kreon,  played  by  Larry  Friedlander,  is  the  master  of  control.  His 
face  is  beautifullv  Kreon.   truly  the  man  who  can  say  "When  I  don't 
understand,  I  don't  speak."   But,  like  Iocasta,  Kreon  hides  his  emo- 
tions a  little  too  well.    The  character  is  there,  but  its  expression  at 
crucial  moments  is  not  strong  enough. 

Why  then  does  Oidipus1  moment  of  horror  and  fall  come  as  easily 
and  work  as  well  as  it  does?    I  think  it  is  partly  due  to  Nancy  Morri- 
son, as  the  queen's  attendant.    She  is  able  to  grasp  the  audience  with 
her  eyes,  and  to  hold  us  with  her  voice  and  movements.    She  makes  us 
citizens  of  Thebes,  and  when  the  moment  comes,  transfers  our  atten- 
tion to  Oidipus. 

For  the  most  part,  though,  the  audience  gets  off  easy,  without  much 
emotional  taxing.    The  production  is  richest  in  its  individual  portray- 
als of  kinds  of  acting,  and  states  of  mind  lying  just  below  the  surface, 
leading  to  the  fulfillment  of  individual  fates.
